A RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE CITY OF CENTRAL POINT TO APPLY FOR A

DEPARTMENT FOR DEVELOPMENT OF THE NEW INTERGENERATIONAL PARK IN

THE TWIN CREEKS DEVELOPMENT AND DELEGATING AUTHORITY TO THE CITY

MANAGER TO SIGN THE APPLICATION.

RECITALS:

A. The Oregon Parks and Recreation Department is accepting applications for the Local
Government Grant Program; and

B. The City of Central Point_desires to participate in this grant program to the greatest extent
possible as a means of providing needed park and recreation acquisitions, improvements and
enhancements; and

C. The City Council have identified development of the New Intergenerational Twin Creeks Park
as a high priority need in City of Central Point; and

D. The City of Central Point will use grant funds to construct elements of the new park,
including a playground and a Life Trail and purchase and installation ofvarious other
park amenities; and

E. The City of Central Point has available local matching funds through grants and in
kind donations to fulfill its share of obligation related to this grant application should the

grant funds be awarded; and

F. The City of Central Point will provide adequate funding for on- going operations and
maintenance of this park and recreation facility should the grant funds be awarded; and

The City of Central Point resolves as follows:

Section 1. The City Council demonstrates its support for the submittal of a grant application to
the Oregon Park and Recreation Department for development of the new Intergenerational Twin

Creeks Park.
